The  Chattanooga  Order  IglTBiUM  uniform  producer  prices  per  cwt.  at  pool  plants  for  milk 
testing  3*5^  butt erf at  are;  Base  Milk  - $7-07  and  Excess  Milk  - $5* 55-  The  producer 
butterfat  differential  is  7.8  cents  for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  above  or  below 
3.5^  test.  This  is  a Base  and  Excess  price  increase  of  72  cents  and  5I  cents  res- 
pectively above  March  1972. 


In  March  1973,  70.4^  of  the  producer  milk  received  by  pool  plants  vras  priced  in  Class 
I at  $7.58  per  cvrb.  and  2S).(fJo  was  priced  in  Class  II  at  $5-55  per  cvrt.  The  March 
butterfat  differential  for  Class  I was  8,1  cents  and  Class  II  was  7*4  cents. 


Total  producer  milk  received  during  March  1973  39,125,865  pounds  which  is  an  in- 

crease of  678,105  pounds  or  1.8'5^  compared  with  March  1972.  Deliveries  of  producer 
Base  milk  exceeded  producer  milk  used  in  Class  I by  8,516,724  pounds  or  percentage- 
Tri-se  only  76. 4<^  of  Base  milk  was  used  in  Class  I.  The  March  daily  average  deliveries 
from  739  producers  was  1,708  pounds.  This  compares  to  754  farms  delivering  a daily 
average  of  1,645  pounds  per  day  during  March  1972. 


ADVERTISnJG  RESEARCH  AND  PRaiOTION  PLAN 


The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  has  added  an  advertising,  research  and  promotion 
plan  to  the  Eastern  Ohio-Western  Pennsylvania  Federal  milk  marketing  order,  after 
approval  by  more  than  the  required  two-thirds  of  dairy  farmers  voting  in  a referendum. 
This  brings  to  24  the  number  os  such  programs  under  Federal  milk  orders,  as  author- 
ized by  law  in  1971.  The  new  plan  for  the  Eastern  Ohio-Western  Pennsylvania  order 
is  essentially  the  same  as  those  adopted  for  the  other  states. 

The  i^lan  tri.ll  be  funded  by  deductions  of  5 cents  a hundredweight  on  all  milk  that 
producers  deliver  to  the  market  each  month,  starting  frith  July.  The  market  admin- 
strator  will  irithhold  the  money  from  payments  due  producers  and  turn  it  over  to  an 
agency  of  local  producers.  The  money  will  be  used  for  research  and  development, 
advertising  (except  brand  advertising),  sales  promotion,  educational  and  other 
programs  to  improve  marketing  of  milk  and  milk  products . VHien  requested,  quarterly 
refunds  frill  be  made  to  anjr  producer  not  wishing  to  participate  in  the  program. 

The  amendment  proposals  were  made  at  a public  hearing  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  December  6 
by  fom-  dairy  cooperatives  representing  a majority  of  producers  in  the  market  - 
Associated  Milk  Producers,  Inc.;  Central  Ohio  Coop>erative  Milk  Producers,  Inc.; 
iiilk,  Inc.;  and  Tri-Cofuity  Producers  Cooperative.
